- THE LECTURES. 
On Monday Evening, 9th inst, the Franklin Lecture 
was delivered by Mr. C. Dunkin, of Cambridge. It was 
the introductory to a course on a portion of ancient His- 
tory. Mr. Dunkia commenced with briefiy offering bis 
views of the uses of History. He said that although he 
would not wish to find fault with the schools of the pres- 
ent day, improved as ttey had been, yet he:must be allow- 
ed to say, that while a thorough knowledge of some studies 
was inculcated, there were others.of great importance, 
which were almost wholly neglected; - thas these are such 
as afford an insight into human fixture—than which noth- 
ing can be more useful. History he classed among these. 
By the study of History, he observed, is not meant the 
mere committing to memory a quantity uf names and dates,! 
but an insight into the causes and efiects of changes in the 
state of the warld; mot a knowledge of the character and 
prowess of a king alone, but also the habits of the people 
over whom he ruled—wot an acquaintance with the mere re- 
cord of a severe battle,but with the political state of the war- 
ring parties; not the poring over a volume of disgusting my- 
thological anecdotes,but a general understanding of supersti- 
tious absurdities, so that one might be able to trace them 
back to their origin and see if they had nut one common 
source. 
Mr Dunkin then spoke of the new experiments in legis< 
lation now being tried—and remarked upon the impossibil-; 
ity of properly going forward, or going forwart at all; un- 
lees the governments of past nations, and the results of for- 
mer trials, were perfectly familiar. He then referred to Bi- 
ble History ; and observed, that many passages and accounts 
appeared to the ignorant, absurd, and cunvincing proof of 
the falsity of ‘ Holy Writ,’ but which were to him who had 
properly studied the history of past times, and knew the 
changes which had taken place in manners, customs and 
laws, the most incontrovertible arguments of the truth of 
the Bible. For a true understanding of this most impor- 
tant book an accurate knewledge of history is necessary. 
Mr D. then observed that there had been great revolu- 
tions in trade as well as in other things—vitally affecting 
empires and states—destroying some and building others 
and this should be generally known. 
He pointed out the divisions of History into three great 
portions—Ancient—extending from the creation to the sub- 
version of the Roman Empire—that of the Middle Ages, 
closing with the discovery of this continent by Christopher 
Columbus, and Modern—embracing all subsequent tiinc. 
He concluded by stating that it was not his intention to 
go back in his review of ancient history to the first ages of 
the world, but to begin with the first nation of which we 
have any authentic record. 
He commenced on Monday last (his second lecture) by a 
cursory view of the causes of civilization.
